THE GROWING STRENGTIl OF THE HOUTH PATIFIO
HEPUBLICH,

The allisnce of the South Pacific coust Riates
has grown 1 strength from the moment tust
the Ubilians raised the standard ol opposition
1o Spanieh aggression, and now numbers the
formidable republics of Pero, Bollvia, Feuador,
and Chill, Strong efforts have been for some
time makine to sull forther streagthen this alli-
ance; and Venezueln and Colombia have been
invited to joln in the work of destroying Spa-
nish lufluence and power In America. The Chi-
lan Mintster (o these Btates, Scnor Mutia, has
been onoeavoring to draw them into this alli-

ance; out, thotgh not successiul o far,
it ¥ wore than probable that he will
eventunily  succeel, With an  immouse

conat frontieér, 1t can be well understood that,
in vies of the threatening proximity of the
onoe formidable Spanish fleat of Admirnl Nunez,
theso Biates would be reluctant to enter inio an
allianece which wounld catl down rmmedine ven-
geance upun them, But the Bpunisn fdeet is
now destroyed, or at least disavled, and they
have nothing to tear, but everything to hopo,
from ap sllinnee with Statea which have proved
themselves such formidable and, 1t muay be,
such dangerous veighbors, Benor Matta hus
lett Venerueln, und gone to Colombin, and will
at the eapital weet with the new and enterpris-
ing President, General Mosquera, who has just
landeo 1 his republie, fre<h from Burope, with
two strong and lormidable tron-cled vessels.
Senor Matta will, doubtless, vnder the chanzed
aspect of atlairs, meet with botter sucosss in
Colombis than in Venezuela,

FLAN FOR INVADING CUBA.

The purpose of Chill and ber allies in en-
desvoring to draw these States wnto an alliapce
against Spain, 18 not merely tor defense, or in-
stigated through tmidits., The proposed alli-
ance 1s 101 the purpose of offensive movements,
inspired by hatred and reveuge, and it is planned
for the purpose of galuing a buse lor operations
on the worth coast of South America, in order
to nid Cubs and Porte Rico m throwing off the
eppressive yoke of the mouher country, Either
Venegueln or Colombin furnishes such o base,
and It drawn into this alliance, as no doubt the
Intter will be, we shall koon hear of the Hiting
out at her main ports ol formiduble expeditions
intended to operats in Spanish watars and
againet Spanish colonies, The present alliance,
it must be remembered, 18 klready a most formida-
ble pow er,oan commund a fleet of tmost tormidable
strength, and armies only surpassed in numbers
by those 1 existence during the late war i (his
country, wmed and equipped n the best style;
and with a footing in Colowmbia, or afloat on the
Carribean Sea, or Atlantic Ocenn, would Lardly
be imterior to any flotilla or joree thut Spuia
conld possibly muster,

THE CUBANS READY TO WRLCOM®E THOR ALLIES,

Such an sgeressive movement Lhese alhed re-
publics seriously contemplate, and not without
Teasnn uor without earness snvitation from the

eople of Cubs and Porto Rico. Revolution has

ong been rife in Cuba; 1t burns with suppressed

fury at this mowent, and b, we are well
sured, on the eve o 4 general breakiog out,

e reyolutionary movement in Cuba against
Bpain began away back in 1623, and was inspired
by the success of the South American colonies
in gaining their independence. But, nnlortu-
nately, in Cuba the people were not united. Two
races may be said to bhave existed—native
Spaniards, commanding nearly all the weslth
and holding all the power, and the native
Cubans, supertor ouly in numbers, and deticient
in arms, materisl and resources. The unative
Cubans have at all times boen the revolting
power,

THE VARIOUS REVOLUTIONS IN CUBA.

In 1523 occurred the conspiracy of Los Soles
de Bolivar (sons ol Bolivar), so-called on acconnt
ol the counnection ot the revolutlonists with
Simon Bolivar, the Ilberator of Bolivia, who
held the sime policy and proposed to extend the
game fid 10 the Oubans now advocated and pro-

osed by the allied republics of Bolivia, Caili,
jeundor, and Peru. It was premsturely dis-
covered, and the leaders were perseouted and
severcly punished, In 1826 a second attempt at
revolution was detected in Puerto Principe.
The same alhance with the South American
States that eistinguished the conspiracy of 1823
and characterizes that of 1866 existed in 1826,
Two of the most distinguished natives of Caba,
Velasco and Bunchez, were leaders in this al-
farr, and beng detected were hauged, They are
still held in reverence by the Cubans as “‘the
first martyrs of Cuban liberty.” The conspirac
of El uls Negra (Black Eagle), in 1828,
was likéwwe discovered, and its mwem-
bers persecuted aud  exiled, In 1836, in
consequence of the bhbersl movement in
Spain tor the adoption of the Constitution, there
was an attempt st revolt 1n Saatingo de Cuba,
with the same oblect almed at by former revo-
lutionists, at the head ol which was General
Lorenzo, The Cuptain-Genernl Tacon dealt very
severcly with the Liberzl leaters, This con-
spiracy extended to Porto Rico, where com-
patriots of the Cubang rose in drms, but were
defeated. In 1844 occurred the lamous conspl-
racy amwong the native Cabans snd blacks, which
was ruppreased with such a cruel hand by Mar-
ghal 0'Donnell, then Captmin-General of Cubn,
now &% the hewd of the Spapish Government,
O'Donnelt, it will be remembered, made himself
infamons i:y hig crucltics, wnd slso availed him-
#elt of the high position which be held, and the
unbounded power which he wielded, to make a
fabulous fortune by selling pardons and modiiy-
ing sentences. The welkknown mulatto post,
Placide, was one of the most illustrions of the
victime of O'Donnell’s cruelties,

In 1561 there were several attempts at revolu-
tion, all of which failed. On the &th of July
Joagquim de Aguero, nt the nead of flity o1 hiv
countrymen, proclaimed the independence of
the island, 1e movement fmled, after some
fighting with the regular troops, in consequence
of the fallure of othur parties 0 wot In combi-
nation, Aguero and some of his [pllo wers were
captured and excouted; others were sont to
Ceuta. Om the 24th of July, 1851, Colonels Ax-
menteros, 1. Hernandes and others, attemptad
tou late to follow vhe Porto Principe movement,
but they also fuiled, and the leaders were exe-
euted and the rest sent to exile and 1o the chain-

ang in Africa.  Io the same year Lopez landed

om the United States with five hundred men,
but met with nelther aid vor sympathy. Suo-
cesstul revolution throngh United States ald at
that thme meant annexation, and this was noi
what the conspirptors at shast time desired,
though it had been made (o appoar so
by Lopez in his effortd tosecure mid. The revo
lutionizis of Cuba have in. every instance been
eomposed of natives and blacks combined, and
the unti slavery teeling has always existed among
them. They wers al thal time opposed to an-
nexstion to a slaveholding power, and hence
felt but lintle sympathy with Lopez and his toree

of Bouthern adventurers. Lopez fadled, and
with his afficrre was execuleds In
1863 theconspiracy of La Vuelta Abajo,
one of { 08t ve in Cuaoa; but, though
formids ble, iv rouch the lance of the

swspiclon by the movements of Lovez. The

Thia movement was In oonpeotion with the
Junta Cubanae of New York, wbich intended to
send an oxpedition commanded by General
Quitman, Pinto, it will be remeombered, was
garroted.

BLAVERY THE OAUSR OF TRSIR FAILURE.

The malh cause for the fsilure of these move-
ments was the existence of slavery i the inlana,
The siaveholders and slave tradors have always
been opposed to them for fear of losing their
property., On accotot of this same cause
opinion in Coba was divided, The ides of an-
nexntion to the United States hind very fow advo-
cates in Cuba untll the abolition of slavery In
this country. Now the native Cubaps have
furned te this couniry with every assurance of
aseistnnee, bul are doubtlese deomed to obtam
saccor only from their fellowsufferers in South
Amerion. e irlund hae progressed notoriously
on this matter of ahohtionism, and very few
native Cobans are now found who do not desire
[ho end of slavery, and also the downfall of the

" Spanish Government, Some wish thi to be

effected by gradual emancipation; while others
—the preat hulk of the populativn—anxiously
desire the immedinte and total abolition both of
slavery und of the Spanlsh Government,

THE WOILK REGUN IN BAINESY,

This work has, we have every renson to
belleve, begun in earnest both in Cuba and
l'orto Rico, Lately ocourrencos have taken place
on the slund which prove, beyond o doubt, that
the public sentimont s quite prepared and
ready for revolution, Duels between Spaninrds
and Cubans are the order of the day, sud we
lately rubl’u!hed a sintement to the eflect that
several duels had been fought botwean Cubang
und Spanish officers, In & single week there
were seven duels in Havann, There was lntely
a revolutionary movement in the interior of the
imiand. The Spunish Government has done
evervthing tomuke it appear that it had nothing
to do with politics, sand only & coutemptible
riot of dronken young men; but three months
have elupsed sinee it took place, and Messrs,
Rudrignez, Lopez, Guerre, Bonell, of Mar:al,
the principals, are still in prison, and there is
i report thst they were socretly shot.

The revolutionisis are working without rest to
eet rid of their opprersors, and having, as they
have, the sympathy and aid of tha 8outh Ames
riean republics in war with Spain; and also that
of the pcople of this country, despite Mr,
Boward's orpmlliun to the Monroe doctring, they
cannot fall, this time, in obtaining the inde-
pendenco which they have been struggling for,
and tfor which they have made so many sacri-
fcee,— N, ¥, Heralid,
